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HUPKINS ROASTS 
BOULEVARD WORK 


Paving “Is Outrage and. City 
Should Not Pay for It" 


Citizens Appear Before Street Com- 
mittee to Make Protest Against 
Pavement. 


When Charles T. Hopkins, attorney. 
of 403 Boulevard, was asked by Chair- 
man Harvey Hatcher, of the street 
committee of council, what he thought 
ofthe Boulevard paving job, yesterday 
afternoon, he exclaimed: 

“It’s the rottenest piece of work I 
ever saw in my life. It is an outrage, 
and the city should not pay for it.’ 

Other property owners on Boulevard 
appeared before the committee and 
roasted the paving the Nichols Con- 
struction company is attempting to 
shove off on the city. 

Citizens Join in Protest. 

Dr. Robert Adair joined in the gen- 
eral protest, and Councilman Alfred 
Thompson, just to show that there was 
no exaggeration on the part of the 
résidents, showed the committee a 
sample of the base of the pavement 
which he crumbled between his fin- 


gers. 

Chief R.M.Clayton, of the construc- 
tion’ department, declared that the 
company was not putting down the 
pavement in accordance with the city 
specifications. 

Inspector Charles D'Alvigny, paving 
expert of the city engineer's depart- 
ment, reported to Captain Clayton that 
the pavement is up to specifications. 

Haven's Seen Inspector. 

“T don't think there has ever been 
ap inspector on the job,” Dr. Adair told 
the committee. “If he has been, no 
One has ever seen him. It doesn’t take 
an expert to tell that the Boulevard 
paving is not being laid according to 
specifications.” 

According to statements made before 
the committee, one side of Boulevard 
is already paved, and that the contrac- 
tor ig about to start on the other side. 
Mr. Hopkins was emphatic in his dec- 
laration that the pavement wag rotten. 

“The side that has just been paved 
is already beginning to wear out,” he 
tola the committee. ‘“‘The street flush- 
ing machines washeg the top layer of 
the pavement away when it goes over 
It You can examine the pavement at 
night and it-will appear to be perfect- 
ly all right, and next morning you 
wake. uap.and..examine the same spot 
and you will find a hole in it. It’s 
not just te force this sort of pavement 
on the people, and expect them to pay 
good money for it.” ’ 

Work Must Be Satisfactory. 

Chairman Hatcher suggested that 
Contractor Nichols be sent for and 
asked to appear before the committee. 
He could not be located at his office. 
Councilman Smith said that the paving 
already laid would have to be taken 
up, and suggetsed that the committee 
authorize Chief Clavton to notify Mr. 
Nichols that he would not be paid for 
the work, and that he would further be 
required to repave the street and do it 
in accordance with the city specifica- 
tions, This was passed. 

“The company should not be allowed 
to renew the contract,’ declared Coun- 
ciIman Thompson. “It has failed to 
carry out ifs contract obligations on 
this job, and the city should not trust 
any more work to it.” 

Has Two Other Contracts. 

Mayor-elect James G, Woodward said 
Friday that his attention had been 
called to the condition of Boulevard, 
and that he had been informed that 
the Nicholg Construction company had 
abandoned the work, and that the city 
would be compelled to give the job to 
some other company.

Governor Brown Follows Recommen- 
dation of Railroad 
Commission. 


In a letter addressed to Judge James 
K. Hines, special attorney for the 
Georgia railroad commission, Governor 
Joseph M. Brown yesterday ordered 
the former to bring suit in the name of 
the state against the Seaboard Air 
Line ratiroad, charging violation of 
freight rule. No. 33, of the railroad 
commissidn, upon the complaint of W. 
T. Green, of Clyo, Ga., that the Sea- 
board violated the above rule in the 
shipment of forty-eight barrels of po- 
tatves recently from Clyo to Augusta. 

Freight rule No. 33 became effective 
in 191”, and its chief requirement is 
that in intrastate shipments of freignt 
the carrier chall make shipment by the 
cheapest and mos. practicable route 
possible, where the shipper does not 
express a preference in routes. This 
ig the first case against a carrier un- 
der the rule, and the suit will de- 
termine its validity. 

In his letter to Judge 
ernor Brown said: 

“I write to state that, in my judg- 
ment, the ficts are such as to make 
it your duty to file suit in the name 
of the state against the Seuboard Air 
Line Railway company, for the penalty 
previded by law for the.violation of 
freight rule No. 33, of the railroad 
commission of Georgia, in routing the 
shipments herein referred to by a 
route other than the reasonable and 
practical route over which the lowest 
charge for transportation between the 
originating point and destination ap- 
plied, and without regard to the inter- 
est of the shipper. 

“You will please, therefore, file said 
suit and press it to a conclusion in the 
name of the state.”

The bird refused to 
answer, and, as a final resort, is was 
suggested the cage be covered and 
watched, as the bird might then give 
vent to some sharp ejaculations and 
exclamations that would have impregs- 
eq it had a quarrel occurred before the 
tragedy.

NURSE TRIES 10 SAVE 
RANGED PATIENT 


Miss Ruth Hall Grasps Him by Ankles 
as He Leaps From 
Window. 


Grasping by the ankles a temporari- 
ly deranged patient who was striving 
to leap through a window on the sec- 
ond floor of Grady hospital, pretty 
Miss Ruth Hall, a nurse, yesterday 
afternoon held on with grim determi- 
nation and screamed for assistance. 

As help arrived in shape of three 
strong internes. the nurse’s strength 
gave way and the patient plunged to 
the yard below. He landed in a, plot 
of grass. No bones were broken. His 
only injury was a slight scratch upon 
the thigh. He was returned to the 
hospital, where he has been placed in 
the observation ward. 

Miss Hall was the worse hurt of 
the two. Her hands were painfully 
torn and lacerated by coming in con- 
tact with the rough stone window 
ledge as she gripped tigntly to the 
patient's ankles. 

The patient is Nicola Reginato, a 
40-year-old Italian, who cannot speak 
a word of English. His visit to At- 
lanta began when he leaped from a 
window in a speeding train coming 
into the outskirts of the city. 

Through an interpreter Nicola de- 
clared he recognized Gyp the Blood as 
the passenger who sat beside him in 
the coach. Not desiring to be a travel- 
ing companion to such a desperate 
character. he said, he was seized with 
the sudden desire to jump. He 
sustained a broken arm and severe 
cuts and bruises about the head and 
body. 

He was carried to a private sani- 
tarium. The first night of his abode 
therein he attempted to dive through 
a window on the fourth floor, but was 
prevented. Later he was transferred 
to Grady.

30,000 VICTIMS} 


Enormous Death Toll Claimed 
by the Disease Within 
Six Years. 


Washington, December 13.—Pellagra 
is approaching in the United States, 
and in six years it has been known to 
medical authorities has claimed not 
less than 30.000 victims, with a fa- 
tality rate in excess of 40 per cent, 
according to a report of the public 
health service teday. 

“It has reached,” the report con- 
tends, “the dignity of a public health 
question of national importance,” 

The report gives those-.figures by 
states for the period 1907-1911: 

Virginia, total cases, 628; deathts, 
349; death rate per hundred cases, 55 
North Carolina, cases, 2,412 


deaths, 1,067; rate, 44 per cent; South 


Georgia, cases, 4,558; 
deaths, 1,582; rate, 34 per cent: Ken- 
tucky, cases, 531, deaths, 220; rate, 34 
per cent; Alabama, cases, 2,314: deaths, 
859; rate, 37 per cent; Mississippi, 
cases, 2,895; deaths, 1,250; rate, 45 per 
cent; Louisiana, cases, 650; deaths, 296; 
rate, 44 per cent. 

The figures show  pellagra either 
prevalent or sporadic in the greatter 
part of the United States, but par- 
ticularly serious in the south.

New York. December 13.—James 
Bryce, the British ambassador, tolg the

GATHER IN LONDOR 


Keen Struggle Expected to Take Place 


at Conference Over Posses- 
sion of Adrianople. 


London. December-13.—All the pleni- 
Ppotentiaries to the peace .conference 
which will. convene here- next week 
with the purpose of ending the war in 
southeastern Europe, are assembled in 
London. The Turkish envoys arrived 
late tonight, and@ unless the continu- 
ance of hostilities between the Turks 
and: Greeks‘ should prove a- hindrance, 
there seems nothing in sight to pre- 
vent the conference getting down to 
business immediately. 

With regard to a report from Con- 
stantinople that the. Turks would re- 
fuse to meet the Greek plenipotentia- 
ries in London unless Greece signed 
the armistice the other Balkan states 
have subscribed to, the counsellor of 
the Turkish embassy here said tonight 
he knew nothing of any such instruc- 
tions, and did net believe the Greeks 
would have come to, London § unless 
their country. was prepared to. fall in 
line with the other Balkan states as 
to the terms on which they should 
meet. 

The newspaper interviews given by 
the,. Turkish and. Bulgarian . delegates 
on their journey toward London indi- 
cate that a keen struggle wil] take 
place in the peace conference over the 
posséssion of- Adfianople, ‘Both sides 
present an unyielding attitude on this 
point, basing their claims on the fact 
that thejrarmies are in excelent con- 
dition te*resume hostilities. The Turks 
claim they nave .170,000 practically 
fresh troops behind the Tchatalja lines, 
while dispatches from Constantinople 
indicate the war party in the Turkish 
capital is gaining in influence. No ap- 
prehension is entertained in diplomatic 
quarters here, however, that the. con- 
ference will be separated without con- 
cluding peace.

RIP VAN WINKLE IN BLACK 
AMAZED AT ATLANTA’S GROWTH 


A Rip Van Winkle in black came to 
town yesterday. Wilson Junes, a life- 
time prisoner, sentenced at the age of 
16, thirty-six years ago, returned to 
Atlanta to find it a very different city 
from what it was when he left it. 
Instead of the low buildings he saw 
over a generation ago, he beheld in 
their places the tall skyscrapers that 
have made Atlanta famous. He was 
amazed as he rode through the .city, 
too paralyzed to walk. 

Jones was sentenced to prison for 
life after a hard-fought legal battle 
He had killed 
aman who was assaulting him, and 
at first he was sentenced to death, but 
after two trials was given a life term. 
During these thirty-six years he has 
been in nine different camps in various 
parts of the state. Sometimes he was 
in the coal mines, sometimes on the 
road, then again in the turpentine for- 
During these years he has had 
legs broken, a wrist fractured, 
teeth knocked out and many 
stripes upon his back, not to speak 
of badly impaired vision. He is prac- 
tically unabie to walk. 


Called as a witness in court, the pre- 
siding judge was so impressed by his 
plight that he set about to secure a 
pardon for him, saying that no such 
man should be in the prisons of Geor- 
gia. As a result Jones is rejoicing 
in his freedom. But his return to 
Atlanta was most pathetic. 

The first thing he did was to seek 
the place of his mother’s grave. After 
searching many hundred graves in 
Southview cemetery he found his 
mother’s last resting place. It was 
for her defense that he assaulted the 
man for whose death he was sent to 
prison for life. Leaving his mother’s 
grave he began to inquire for the 
friefds of his youth, and found that 
they had nearly all died or moved 
away. 

A stranger in his native city, he 
turned to the institutional church of 
which Dr. Proctor is the pastor, where 
he found comfort. He 
in the afternoon on funds furnished 
by friends to seek a relative in north 
Georgia, where he hopes to recuperate

MARKS. EXPLAINS 
ACTION ON BIBLE 


Tells Why Organized Labor Does Not 
Favor Its Use in the 
Schools. 


S. B. Marks, president of the Geor- 
gia Federation of Trades, has writtten 
the following letter to The Constitu- 
tion, explaining when the Southeastern 
Labor congress voted down the recon- 
mendation of the educational commit- 
tee, that the Bible be taught in the 
public school system: 

Editor Constitution: The article ap- 
pearing in your paper of Thursday. 
December 12, in reference to the dis- 
cussion on “the teaching of the Bible 
in the public schools,” at the session 
of the Southeastern Labor congress, 
on Wednesday, gave evidence of at- 
tempt to discredit labor unions and 
their purpose in the protection and ad- 
vancement to the wage-earners of this 
country. Some of the statements quot- 
ed in this article were made, but the 
head-lines were unjust, and not in ac- 
cord with the action taken. 

So many people read only the head- 
lines of newspapers, and a false im- 
pression would be gained from the 
head-lines over this article to which 
I refer. The recommendation was 
maage Dy tie educational committee 


that the Holy Bible be read in the 
public schools, but owing to the fact 


that labor unions have no jurisdiction 


over tne political faith of their mem- 
bers, it ‘was not deemed proper that 
such action be taken. 

In the ranks of labor there are 
many Catholics and others of various 
religious faiths, some of which have 
a different Bible other than that of 
the Protestants, and for this reason 
this portion of the report of the com- 
mittee was laid on the table, and no 
action taken thereon.

IS BLEASE A BLESSING? 

Cole L. Blease, governor of South Carolina, a benefactor in 
masquerade to the southern states. 

Such is the unique position taken by the Rev. Dr. John FE. 
White in a communication published elsewhere. Dr. White sup 
ports his contention with powerful arguments. Originating with 
a man of his standing and undoubted sincerity, the views he ad- 
vances are apt to draw widespread southern and national comment. 


advocacy of mob law will be helpful to this section in that it will 
mirror to the mind’s eye of its best people an exact and repellent 
image of those extra-legal practices which isolated southern senti- 
ment may condone. 

He views the lamentable governor of South Carolina as an in- 
carnation, unadorned and unapologetic, of that ugly mob spirit that 
still, upon occasion, rears its head in defiance of law and order. 

Brought face to face with the sinister specter, those few south- 
erners who yet find extenuation for it will, Dr. White believes, sec 
it for the first time in its full meaning. 

To the extent that the vaporings of Blease will tend to gal- 
vanize the conscience and the activity of those responsible for the 
maintenance of law in the south, The Constitution believes Dr. 
White's position to be well taken. 

We hesitate, however, to credit his assumption that the South 
Carolina executive speaks Yor any considerable number of southern 
people. Steadily, during the past few decades, the public feeling 
that found excuses for lynch law has its face in the other direction. 
Evidence to that effect is found not only in the quick protest of 
other southern governors at the Richmond conference, but equally 
in the almost unanimous chorus of disapproval and denunciation 
from the southern press. 

Blease is, perhaps, typical; but he is typical of a dwindling sen- 
timent. The north sees that, also. The Constitution has watched, 
rather carefully, press comment in the north and east upon the 
Blease episode. Virtually all the representative journals refer to it. 
But only one or two, and these of the smaller ciass, even intimate 
that the violent phrases spoken on the conference floor reflect gen- 
eral southern conviction. They no more hold the south responsijbie 
for Blease than the south would hold the north responsible for two 
or three northern clatterers of the Blease type.

Editor Constitution: I notice that 
Governor Joseph M. Brown deprecates 
the encounter between Governor Cole 
Blease, of South Carolina, and the gov- 
ernors in Richmond last Week and re- 
Srets the violent advocacy of lawiess- 
ness on the part of the South Caro- 
lina executive.

He does not represent,our chivalry, 
our best manhood, to be sure, but he 
does speak in right close relativuns 
to the present passions of a vast num- 
ber of southern people who are on the 
way, we trust, to become our best citi- 
zens. He is a demagogue, of course, 
but the soil of demagogy in the south 
is a fact without Blease to exploit it. 
There is mainly nothing new about

for the south, to be somewhat more 
abandoned, a lHttle more blunt and 
honest than some of our demagogues 
have been. He is not an aristocrat 
and a scholar muddying his patent 
leathers and slouching his hat at the 
; country round-up while he whips up 
the crowd for votes that will put him 
‘out of association with It. No, Bleagse 
'is a genuine sort of demagogue. He 
‘wears brogans and really likes the

He does not prate about the dignity 
of constitutions and the sanctitv of 
law, and then practice to the contrary. 
He deceives nobody. He avows his

Patriot outlaws in the other. The

Blease’s Good Point. 


Very few people seem to see the . 


good point of Blease and that is pre- 
cisely his good point. He makes every- 
body ashamed of barbarism by being 
such a faithful barbarian himself... He 
exhibits the mob honestly, admirably, 
uglily, without theinconsistency of an 
apology. He does not euphemize the 
desperate statistics of southern law- 
lessness with explanations of pardon- 
able weaknesses under sudden provo- 
cation after the lynchings are done 
and in the record. That’s not Blease: 
that’s the Vardaman demagogy—the 
vicarious statesman styerbly sharing 
the guilt of overwrought sinners 
against civilization, though personally 
lamenting their crimes. Blease tow- 
ers above that. He confesses nothing 
of morals or religion bearing on the 
subject of citizenship. He is frankly 
one of the boys at the frolic of bru- 
tality. He wants to be what he is 
and wants everybody to be like him. 
He is the evangelist of the new order 
of citizenship—the order that would 
change civic vice into civic virtue by 
a label. Blease is the best asset the 
south has at this hour. He is the cur- 
rent of a thousand eddies. He is the 
logic of lynching. He Is the incarna- 


tion, loyal and true, of the south’s ~ 


Spectral survivals of the slave driver. 
He is, to look at, the bold recrudes- 
cence of a class the college men 
thought extinct. That's where the col- 
leges were wrong, and, therefore, 
Blease is sardonically jeering at them. 
Now, then, attend to Blease. He has 
@ message for the south and for the 
country. It’s not a lesson in guber- 
natorial cussing he is giving us or of 
gubernatorial cussedness. He is the 
inspired emergence of the south’s un- 
derworld. He says, “I am the people 
thunderingly who are talking in whis- 
pers on the night corners, in the mill 
yards and at the crossroads. I am 
southern illiteracy embodied.” Blease 
is a blessing if we take him as a sym- 
bol.

Colonel Hope said that he had heard 
of the report through Dr. Horace 
Grant, one of the white property hold- 
ers in the Ashby street school neigh- 
borhood, who strongly opposed such 
a change, but that he knew of no 
actual steps being taken toward bring- 
ing about the reported change. Re- 
garding the change in tne school itself, 
Colonel Hope said: 

“While it would be possible to 
change the school from white to col- 
ored, yet can only say that the 
change will never take place so long 
as 1 am a member of the school board 
for the sixth ward.” 

It was said by residents of the 
neighborhood that a property holder 
had circulated the report that, in view 
of the change, he was preparing to 
transfer his holdings to negroes.

FOR PETERS STREET 


Reminiscences of Terminus, the 
hamlet; Marthasville, the village, and 
Atlanta, the great prosperous city of 
the south, were injected into the hear- 
ing before the street committee of 
council, yesterday afternoon, when the 
petition to change the name of Peters 
Street to “Trinity avenue,’ was re- 
opened. 

It was just like snatching a page 
from the history of the city, and so 
pretty was the sentiment expressed by 
Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, daughter of 
Colonel Richard Peters, and Forrest 
Adair, that the committee tore up its 
favorable report on changing the name, 
and will recommend to council that tae 
name remain Peters. 

Colonel Richard Peters was one of 
the engineers who built the first rail- 
road —the Western and Atlantic—to 
the city. It was given the name Term- 
inug by the engineers, but by the time 
the first train was sent through the 
name wags changed to Marthasville. 
Only the oldest citizens know that it 
was Colonel] Peters who had the name 
changed from Marthasville to Atlanta, 
and he had it changed because it took 
him too long to write the old name. 

Atlanta, according to Mrs. Black, was 
intended to convey the meaning that 
the railroad which Colonel Peters built 
extended from the -Atlantic ocean.

Probably the most important alter- 
ation in the rules was that changing 
the value of the relay race in the an- 
nual southern track and field cham- 

ionships. Previously this race counted 
or ten points, with no credits for sec- 
ond and third places. The same num- 
ber of points are now allowed first, 
second and third place teams, as in 
other regular events. Professor D. O. 
MeGoveney, of Tulane, suggested the 
change. 

The annual S. I. A. A. track and field 
championship events for 1913 will take 
place at Clemson college, 8 C. Dele- 
gate W. W. Riggs made a successful 
plea for ,the event. 

j Meets in Florida Next. 

The 1913 S. I. A. A. convention will 
be held at the University of Florida, 
Gainesviile. 

The executive committee recommend- 
ed that Howard college be suspended 
definitely for eligibility violations by 
the football authorities.

[COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, December 13.—The features of the 
cotton market during the past week have been 
the ginning figures and the government's estimate 
of the crop, both of which were followed by 
erratic and even violent fluctuations, aithough 
prices at the close of business today revealed an 
upward trend of values and were within a com- 
paratively few points of the high records for 
the season. The ginning returns to December 1 
were relatively heavy, but failed to create any 
suStained selling movement in the face of unyie!d- 
ing southern epot markéts and, while the of- 
ficial crop estimate was followed by a sharp break, 
the figures were about in line with average ex- 
pectations and the losses were promptly recov- 
ered, owing to reports of a rapid falling off in 
ginning for the period ending December 12, a 
big demand from trade interests, emalier re- 
ceipts and the continued heavy exparte. 

The government’s crop estimate taken at its 
face value, and with the addition of 400,000 bales 
for linters, is figured by trade statisticians as 
pointing to a commercial crop of about 14,- 
250,000 bales, compared with estimated require- 
ments of 14,750,000, thus suggesting that spinners 
may find it necessary to draw upon supplies car- 
ried forward from last season before the next 
crop becomes available. But while the govern- 
ment overestimated the ytreld of lint cotton in 
1906 and 1009 its figures have generaly fallen 
short of the mark and this fact was weed as «a 
bearish argument, together with approaching 
tariff? revision, predictions of a big increase in 
acreage next Spring and an unsettled financial 
situation. 

It i figured that a falling off of about 28 per 
cent on the average will be required in ginning 
returns from now on, ag compared with last 
year, to confirm the government's crop figures 
and the next report of the census bureau giving 
the amount of cotton ginned to December 13 is 
thought likely to dispel any remaining uncer- 
tainty as to the actual size of the crop. Pending 
ite publication, the trade is closely watching the 
southern spot markets, which have so far shown 
very little response io declines in futures and 
which local bulls regarded as the backbone of 
the situation.

ASKS INITIATIVE 
AND REFERENDUM 


The initiative and referendum, as 
plied to fraternal insurance, was 
Said last night by Dr. Vernon A. 
Young, supreme president of the Fra- 
ternal Union of America, to be the 
keynote of the future progress of 


secret orders in this country, and that 


the first order to adopt these two 
measures would forge far ahead of its 
competitors. 


“I am going to recommend that the 
Fraternal Union adopt the initiative 
and referendum at its next conven- 
tion, so that no laws shall be passed 
except those initiating from the mem- 
bers and voted on directly by them,” 
he said. 

“The scheme of fraternal insurance, 
as opposed to old-line insurance, is 
such as to demand this. We depend 


for our work and organization on the 
individual member, not on hi¢h-sal- 
aried officers. The member ts the 


gauge of the activity of the order, and 
everything that is done should be done 
by and with the approval of the mem- 
bers.”’ 

Dr. Young spoke at an entertainment 
given in his honor by the two Atlanta 
lodges, Atlanta, No. 34, and Jewell, No. 
713, in the rooms in the Kiser build- 
ing, where an interesting program was 
given, followed by a delightful supper. 
Shepherd Bryan acted as master of 
ceremonies. Dr. Young is from Den- 
ver, Colo., and is here on his first visit 
to this district. 

Dr. Young took occasion in his ad- 
dress to compliment the Atlanta mem- 
bership being the “most distin- 
guished lot of men in any town which 
boasts a lodge of the Fraternal 
Union,” and especially did he mention 
Newman Laser, .supreme steward, and

A central, “pure milk for babies” 


depot, with $10,600 to sustain it for 
six months, is promised Atlanta in 
1913. 

Dr. .8.° A. Visanska, chairman of the 


chamber of commerce milk committee, 
is originator of the idea. He discussed 
it Friday morning, and when the com- 
mittee met at night he placed the 
proposition before it ‘in an informal 
way. He says that a central depot, 
under the supervision of experts, op- 
erated without regard to profit and 
with the sole aim to save babies’ lives, 
is the only method Atlanta can adopt 
to reduce infant mortality to a min- 
imum. 
Puts Pian Before Committee. 

To The Constitution, Doctor Vis- 
anska admitted that he had placed his 
plan before the milk committee. 
Prior to the meeting, however, he 
Stated that if such a thing as a boy- 
cott has Started against com- 
the time had ad- 
rived for the city to devise some meth- 
od by which it can protect its babies. 

“The state spends thousands of dol- 
lars annually to save hogs and cattle,” 
Dictor Visanska explained. “But not 
one penny is spent in Georgia, and in 
many other states, too, to protect our 
babies. 

“I don't say that it is not the proper 
thing to spend mcney to protect stock, 
but I do say that money should also be 
Spent to protect the babies. Atlanta 
should take the first step. 

Done Much to Raise Standard. 

For years Dr. Visanska has ta- 
ken the initiative in the crusade 
against impure milk. He has probably 
more experience than any other phy- 
sician in Atlanta, and has done much, 
individually, to raise the standard. 

“It is my tdea to get members of 
the chamber to provide the money to 
Start the central depot idea,’ he says. 
“Lt don’t say that there is a boycott 
in Atlanta. The fact that one man 
could not get served with milk is not 
proof that he has been outlawed by 
the dairymen. If Atlanta had a cen- 
tral depot, where people could get ab- 
solutely pure milk for their babies, 
unscrupulous dairymen would be forced 
out of business or compelled to sell 
clean, wholesome milk for nursing 
purposes.”
